W hen the mu sic of the band ceased 
I), an W a tts asked all to arise and join 
,r 
ringing “ A m e r i c a , '’ 
which 
was 
Ueartily done su nder t he le a de rship 
J r . Brown. 
Being introdu ced by A ttorney W a tts, 
J u dge S ha w said t ha t fu r sev eral y ears 
ifs attention bad been called to this 
school, knowing t ha t some of it-* stu ­ 
dents were c onte m pla ting t he stu dy Of 


law, and he wu ts pleased to tell them 
some of hiH boy hood recollections of 
A bra ha m Lincoln, who liv ed 
in the 
dime town with him when first comb g 
into prom inence as 
a lawy er. 
He said 
that lie hoped 
the life of 
the gr e a t 
statu Bin an 
would 
be celebtated 
and 
every good deed done wou ld bo tre a s­ 
u red and reveared by the g enera! ions 
to come. Wo do well to honor the mem­ 
ory of Washing ton, Lincoln, and Grant, 
the father of his country, the em anci­ 
pator and 
the g reat g eneral. 
They 
preserved in its entirety our g reat 
R e ­ 
public a t a time when it was threat­ 
ened with destruction and t he blig ht­ 
ing influence of the 
slave 
power. 
T he ir lives are our Inheritance. 
We 
become r ic he r and wiser by studying 
the ir lives and the influence of their 
lives upon our country. 
J u dge Shaw said Lincoln often a ’- 
tended court at R idgetown, w he re he 
liv ed as a boy . 
Lawy ers from S pr ing­ 
field often c a m e 
the r e 
to 
try cases. 
T he r e were no railroads 
and they cam e 
in sta ge coaches or on horseback with 
a few law books or a clean s hi r t in a 
bag and hau jolly times in the ir pe r i ­ 
odical 
ga the r ings at cou rt. 
T he r e 
were no wealthy 
lawy ers; t he i r fees 
w re small; a ea-e like the recent one 
m 
Chicago 
w here 
a t t or ne y ’s 
fees 
am ou nted to $5 00,000 were u ndream ed 
of. 
T he J u dge said he 
attended cou rt 
du ring the trial of the A r m strong case, 
as he t hou ght som ething of stu dy ing 
law a t t ha t time. 
A r m s tr ong and a 
companion were on 
trial 
for m u rder. 
The father and m other of A rm strong 
were old friends of 1 .incoin 
where he 
f irmeriy lived in Cass county 
and L in­ 
coln undertook the defense of 
A r m ­ 
strong upon the eonvictoc of his 
com­ 
panion. 
It seemed a hopeless task, for 
witnesses swore that 
A rm strong was 
-eeu lo strike the murderous blow and 
the H a s h of the knife was 
plainly vis­ 
ible in the brig ht moonlig ht. Lincoln's 
plea was pathetic and 
brief, but he 
won his case b\ making the witness 
prejure himself for he produced 
an 


a l m a na c showing that the moon wai- 
dark at the time of the murder 
This case won Lincoln g reat honor, 
but he never won 
renown 
as a trial 
lawyer: he felt his lack of original 
preparation: he nevtr was thoroly edu­ 
cated as a lawyer 
bu t picked u p by 
hi Q8 eif his knowledg e of the law; ho 
as always brooding over 
national 
a Hairs 
and 
the 
problems 
of 
statecraft. 
V e t 
by 
his 
groat 
fund of common sense 
he 
became 
racog nized as a hard opponent. 
His 
honesty and integ rity commanded the 


con-ideration of a jury. 
H e wa- a good 
aw y er if he had a good 
eas* . bu t he 
cou ld 
not countenance 
a sham. 
He 
gav e illustrations that cou ld be u nder­ 
stood by the jury. 
T he 
m a gne tism of 
hi- pre.-ence was wonderful. 
He was 
an original thinker. 
He was not le a r n­ 
ed in books, but ho could r* ad men: he 
cou ld see throug h shams: he had God- 
giv en mental powers which made him 
the gr e a t c om m oner of the people. 
He 


w a s int erested in young men and their 
stru ggles, and 
wa-, always ready to 
giv e them the benefit of 
his m a tu re r 
opinions, 
fcncoln 
was the 
gre a te st 
politician the 
world ever knew, in the 
tru est and highest sense 
of the politi­ 
cian filled with 
noble pu rposes. 
T he influ ence of Lincoln's Cooper 
Institu te j-paech u pon his preeident il 
prospects v v u s tou ched by the Ju dge: 
bu t his description of the gr oa t rad cai 
anti-N e b ra ska ’ speech at B loom ing­ 
ton in 185 b was wonderfu lly interesting. 
He said he bad read of C hrist's t r a ns ­ 
figu ration, 
bu t he 
beheld 
Lincoln's 
transfigu ration, for, fired by e nthu s i­ 
asm and b u rning with re s e ntm e nt at 
the e nc roa c hm e nts and 
atrocities of 
slav ery , his face b e cam e ra dia nt, his 
eloqu ence ov erpow ering. 
T hi s has 
been (“ailed L inc oln’s lost speech, be­ 
cau se t he re porte rs were so c a rrie d 
away b\ his eloqu ence t ha t t hey forgot 
to ta ke notes and cou ld giv e no report 
to the i r papers. 
T he r e 
was gr e a t 
political e x c ite m e nt a t the tim e in I ; 11- 
nois and all ov er the N orthw est, gr ow ­ 
ing ou t of the* efforts of the Sou th to 
introdu ce slav ery 
into 
Kansas 
and 
N ebraska. 
T he free-soil 
men 
were 
highly 
w rou ght u p in opposition, 
and 
M t, 
Lincoln 
partook of 
the ir 
feelings. 
W hile the slav e holders were attemp*- 
ir g to force the i r e ntr a nc e into Hans' s 
regardless of life and property , t he fr st 
State R epu blican Conv ention was call, 
e 1 to assem ble a t Bloomington. 
It was 
composed of 
Abolitionists, 
iree-soil 
Wtiigs and 
“ A nti - N e b r a s ka ” Derr.o- 
c ate. 
Gwen Lov ejoy em bodied 
the 
first nam ed, 
A b r a ha m 
Lincoln 
and 
John M, C a lm e r the second and third 
elem ents: the whole u nited m a de the 
new R epu blican party . 
J ohn M. H a ­ 
m er presided and m ade a stirrin'g free- 
soil speech. 
Mr Finery , 
a 
free-state m an 
ju st, 
from “ bleeding K a ns a s ,” told 
of 
the 
b order ru tlian raids from Missou ri u p­ 
on the free-state se ttle rs in Kansas: the 
bu rning, robberies and 
m u rde rs they 
were the n com m itting: and asked for 
help to repel them . 
W he n ho Un shed. Lincoln was v ocif­ 
erou sly called for from ail pa rts of the 
hail. 
He cam e forward. 
T he r e was a 
cu riou s introspectiv e look in his ey es, 
w hich lasted 
for a few.m oments. 
His 
v oice was he s ita ting a t first and then 
mov ed steadily and smoothly forw ard. 
He w arm ed u p as he mov ed 
on, 
and 
spoke mo 1 e rapidly ; he looked a foot 
ta lle r as ho s t r a i ght e ne d himself to his 
fu ll height, and his ey es 
flashed 
fire; 
his c ou nte na nc e becam e w ra ppe d 
in 
intense emotion: he ru shed along lik<* 
a t hu nde r s tor m . 
H e prophesied war 
as the ou tcom e of these aggrescions, 
and pou red forth hot denu nciations u p­ 
on t he slav e power. 
T he conv ention 
was kept in an u proar, a ppla u ding and 
c he e r ing and s ta m ping; and this r e a c t ­ 
ed u pon the spe a ke r and gav e 
him a

it was his wise m a n­ 
a ge m e nt t ha t ke pt u s from gr e a t e r e n­ 
ta ngle m e nt. 
“ L e t m e end with the wish, 1 m ight 
alm ost say with t he pr a y e r . ” said the 
J u dge , ‘ t ha t God will giv e u s m en like 
A b r a ha m Lincoln, hom ely thou gh he 
was; the gr e a t c om m oner: the man of 
people. 
God giv e u s men 
like him: 
men 
w hom 
the 
lu st 
of 
office 
does not kill: men who ha v e honor; 
m en who will not 
lie: men who can 
stand beforo a dem a gogu e : tail men, 
su n-crow ned.” 
T he applau se which followed J u dge 
S ha w ’s address mu st 
certainly hay e 
been gra tify ing to him, for it showed 
t he appre c ia tion of the stu dents for his 
t r ib u te to t he gr e a t e m a nc ipa tor and 
pre se rv e r of the Union. 
A nothe r se­ 
lection by the band 
was followed by 
the singing of “ Illinois” by m em b ers of 
t he law class. 
T his was so well done 
t ha t an encore was dem anded.
